RELATIVE VALUE of GOLDad SILVElt.
; The following statements and comparison

in regard to the relative value of gold and ail--

ver, are presented in a condensed form fot the
convenience of our readers tvho may be inter
ested in the subject :

Pure Gold. Gold as used in coin, ffledatui
or manufactures 13 rarely or never pure. Iw
degree of purity is expressed by the number'
of parts of that metal, contained in the 24
parts of any mixture. Thus gold which it
in 24 Mich pnrts (termed carats) contains 23
of the pure metal, is said to be 22 carats fine;
Absolutely pure gold, using tbe same lad- -
guao;e, is 24 carats fine.

The American Eagle contains 24ti grain
pure gold, consequently, 24 0-- 4 grains oipitrt
gold are equivalent in value to one dollar.

The value of one ounce, Troy, or 480 grains
of pure gold, is $19.39 2-- 5 nearly.

The specific gravity of pure wfoaght gold
is on the average 19-- 3 compared to water, 0

and it can be beat into leaves only one 282,- - '

000th of an inch thick.
Standard Gold. The gold coin of Great

Britain is an alloy of 41 parts of gold and oneV
of copper, one pound troy was formerly coin-
ed into 44$ guineas. It now produces 46 29-4- 0

sovereigns. The standard of the U. State
gold coins consists of eleven parts of pure
gold to one part of alloy, consists of silver
and copper in any convenient portion, provi-
ded the silveifcdoes not exceed the copper.
